The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
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2. Inventions I-V are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single 
combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. 

In the instant case, the invention of group I has separate utility such as for enabling a 
caller to determine if a called party is going to be available before expecting a call to be 
answered and enabling the caller to be notified when the called party is available, and does not 
require use of wireless communication network as in group II, nor to monitor status of 
temperature condition of thermal reporting system which reports to a telephone as in group in . 

The invention of group II has separate utility such as for enabling a wireless subscriber 
to receive paging messages in audio form at their wireless device, and does not require enabling 
a caller to determine if a called party is going to be available before expecting a call to be 
answered and enabling the caller to be notified when the called party is available as in group I, 
nor to monitor status of temperature condition of thermal reporting system which reports to a 
telephone as in group in . 

The invention of group III has separate utility such as for enabling an alarm reporting 
system to update urgent emergency conditions such as a broken freezer so that repair personal 
can be dispatched to a proper facility for emergency repairs, and does not require enabling a 
caller to determine if a called party is going to be available before expecting a call to be 
answered and enabling the caller to be notified when the called party is available as in group I, 
use of wireless communication network as in group II.
